ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  MEDIC sL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1963. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the  health  services 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1965* 

INTRODUCTION:  The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population  was 
20,190,  this  is  lRO  more  than  the  last  years  figure  of  20,050. 

There  were  329  live  births  of  which  25  ’were  illegitimate.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  is  17.9* 

During  the  year  there  were  217  deaths,  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  10.3. 

There  were  4  infant  deaths  (deaiths  under  1  year)  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  12.1  which  is  very  much  below  that  of  England  Wales.  The  infant 
deaths  occurred  under  4  weeks  of  age  were  associated  with  pnemonia,  congenital 
malformations  and  other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases.  There  were  also  two 
still  births,  giving  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  12.08  again  well  below  the  national 
rate. 


The  other  deaths  were  mostly  attributed  to  disease  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels. 

Heart  diseases  cause  over  two  hundred  thousand  deaths  annually. 

Sinc-e  disease  of  the  Coronary  arteries  was  first  shown  in  annual  statistics  in 
1928,  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  condition  has  been  steadily  rising.  The 
increasing  age  of  the  population  accounts  for  some  of  the  increase,  but  between 
1940-1962,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  actual  death  rate  due  to  this  condition,  in 
each  age  group  over  the  age  of  twenty  five.  In  1962,  deaths  from  both  arteriosclerosis 
and  degenerative  heart  diseases  accounted  for  27/o  of  all  deaths.  The  number  of  people 
who  die  from  arteriosclerosis  and  degenerative  heart  diseases  is  alarmingly  high, 
and  many  of  them  are  women  and  men  in  the  prime  of  life. 

Studies  have  shown  that  high  fat  diets,  cigarette  smoking,  taking  of 
alcohol,  high  systolic  blood  pressure „ and  nervousness  are  contributing  and  responsible 
factors.  A  great  effort  of  will  is  needed  to  keep  to  a  balanced  diet,  to  avoid  smoking 
and  alcohol  and  to  remain  more  placid. 

Apart  from  the  continuing  attempts  to  prevent  the  occurence  of  coronary 
diseases  by  better  knowledge  of  ethrology  and  prevention,  there  should  be  an  effort  to 
reach  the  victim  of  coronary  immediately  for  instant  treatment.  If  we  reach  these 
patients  within  the  first  half  an  hour,  lots  of  lives  could  be  saved.  Therefore  there 
is  a  need  for  special  ambulances,  manned  by  doctors,  similar  to  obstetric  flying  squads, 
and  fully  equipped  with  oxygen,  respirators  and  defibrilators. 

Alcoholism  is  a  disease  mainly  a  disease  of  mind,  of  the  whole  personality 
rather  than  of  the  body.  Drinking  is  at  first  the  solace  and  then  the  scourge. 

Alcoholism  is  a  problem  which  goes  deeper  into  society  than  is 
usually  recognised.  Like  any  other  illness,  it  affects  productivity  and  prosperity, 
and  is  therefore  a  national  health  problem.  The  loss  to  the  industry  through  alcoholism 
is  estimated  at  about  £300  million  a  year.  Figures  show  that  hospital  treatment  in 
England  and  Wales  for  alcoholism  has  gone  up  from  1775  in  1953  to  5536  in  1964*  in 
Scotland  they  have  risen  from  732  in  1956  to  2188  in  1964*  The  demand  for  treatment  in 
hospitals  is  rising  as  facilities  develop. 

A  stone  slab  on  the  vicarage  wall  at  Kindfo rd.  West  Sussex,  under  the 
heading  of  ’The  Degredation  of  Drunkeness”  bears  this  grim  warning. 
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"There  is  no  sin  which  doth  more  deface  God’ s  image  than 
drunkenness,  it  disguiseth  a  person  and  doth  even  unman  him.  Drunkenness  makes  him 
have  the  throat  of  a  fish,  the  belly  of  a  swine,  and  the  head  of  an  ass.  Drunkenness 
is  the  shame  of  nature,  the  extinguisher  of  reason,  the  shipwreck  of  chastity,  and 
the  murderer  of  conscience „  Drunkenness  is  hurtful  to  the  body.  The  cup  kills  more 
than  cannon,  it  causes  dropsies,  catarrhs,  apoplexies,  it  fills  the  eye  with  fire, 
and  the  legs  with  water,  and  turns  the  body  into  a  hospital". 


According  to  the  statement  by  the  Minister  of  Transport,  one  in  five 
f  all  car  drivers  and  motor  cyclists  killed  on  the  roads,  would  still  be  alive,  if  they 
had  not  been  drinking,  when  the  nation  is  afflicted  by  assiduous  advertising  for  drinks, 
it  is  no  surprise  that  many  young  people  become  addicted  to  drink. 

In  Norfolk,  we  are  less  afflicted  by  road  accidents  than  some  parts  of 
:ic;  country,  as  our  roads  are  less  crowded  (except  the  main  roads).  But  accidents  do 
ooour,  due  to  some  act  of  folly  or  mis  judgment.  The  car  is  a  potentially  lethal  weapon, 
he  must  realize  the  fact  that  to  be  allowed  to  drive  on  a  public  highway  is  a  privilege, 
not  a  right . 
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There  were  397,937  casualties  in  road  accidents  in  Britain  in  1965, 

' - hi s  is  3  per  cent  over  the  196k  figure.  There  were  7952  road  deaths,  2  per  cent  more 
1:  an  in  196k*  Casualties  to  Pedestrians  went  up  by  k586  or  nearly  6  per  cent.  Do 
j  really  have  to  kill  nearly  eight  thousand  people  every  year  and  accept  these  totals 
as  inevitable?  As  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  i^as  mentioned  "there  is  one  cause  of  accidents 
.’rich  it  should  be  possible  to  get  rid  of  -  ignorance;  ignorance  of  the  risk,  ignorance 
of  highway  code,  and  ignorance  of  good  road  manners. " 


£120  000  was  spent  last  year  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  propaganda 


against  smoking.  Posters  formed  the  bulk  of  the  tffort  and  we re  displayed  in  schools, 
hospitals,  local  authority  premises,  surgeries  and,  from  time  to  time,  on  hoardings, 
public  transports,  press  and  magazines  and  television,

There  is  evidence  from  social  surveys,  of  an  increasing  understanding 
g  the  public  of  these  dangers  and  there  has  been  a  drop  since  1961  in  the  proportion 
of  the  adult  population  who  are  smokers „ 

An  analysis  of  the  personality  traits,  of  a  selected  group  of  cigarette 
lug,  nursing  school,  college  and  high  school  students,  by  Havard  University, 
Psychology  Department,  indicated  that  smoking  students  were  less  self -relient,  less 
1'  endable,  less  persevering,  less  trusting,  less  orderly  in  their  personal  habits  and 
u:  .3  mannerly  and  refined,  but  more  extroverted  and  gregarious. 

I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  considerable  danger  of  Brucellosis, 
milk  which  has  not  been  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  boiled,  if  contaminated,  is  a 
Dangerous  vehicle.  Estimates  put  the  industry's  loss  because  of  brucellosis  at  over 
Pi  million  annually.  In  an  unprotected  dairy  herd  an  outbreak  of  brucellosis  can  be 
is  financial  loss  and  in  some  cases  lead  to  its  break-up.  No  farmer  can  -  or 

.liquid  -  face  this  sort  of  risk. 


The  best  method  of  protection  is  to  vaccinate  all  female  cattle  during  calfhood 
ai.  I  so  buildup  a  herd  well  protected  against  the  disease.  This  is  a  service  which 
co  i  s  nothing.  Calves  can  be  vaccinated  under  the  Ministry  free  service  as  soon  as 
t  .cy  reach  four  months  of  age. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  infectious  hepatitis  in  Way  land  during  the  year.  This 
disease,  which  causes  inflam  .t ion  of  the  liver  cells,  is  notifiable  in  East  Anglia,  but 
not  generally  in  England  and  Wales.  The  source  of  infection  could  not  be  precisely 
i  fortified  because  the  virus  (or  viruses)  could  not  be  cultured,  making  investigations 
rc  difficult. 

During  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health,  after  giving  complete  indemnity  to  any 
j  .,o&l  health  authority  or  statutory  water  undertaking,  advised  medical  officers,  to 
to  approach  local  health  authorities,  to  get  their  approval  for  plans  to  add  fluoride 
to  water  supplies  to  provide  protection  against  tooth  decay.  Floridation  is  a  simple, 
effective  and  completely  safe  way  of  improving  children’ s  teeth. 
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An  approach  was  made  to  District  Health  Committee ,  but  the  decision  was 
"to  be  deferred'1.  By  the  end  of  1965,  95  local  health  authorities  have  so  far  voted 
in  favour  of  floridation  and  51  against.

It  is  a  regrettable  feature  of  the  history  of  medical  care  in  Britain 
that  there  have  often  been  delays  in  introducing  measures  which  could  demonstrably 
improve  the  health  of  the  nation.  In  Canada,  for  example,  diphtheria  immunisation 
virtually  eliminated  the  disease  as  a  cause  of  death  from  the  early  1930’s*  Yet,  almost 
&  decade  later,  diphtheria  was  responsible  for  more  than  2000  deaths  a  year  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  It  required  a  massive  government  publicity  campaign  in  the  1940’ s 
to  persuade  mothers  to  have  their  babies  immunised. 

The  use  of  silver  nitrate  drops  to  prevent  blindness  due  to  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  was  first  proposed  in  I884.  Yet  as  recently  as  1922  in  Britain  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  was  responsible  for  30  per  cent  of  blindness  in  provincial  schools  for 
the  blind.  It  was  still  responsible  for  of  cases  in  1944,  60  years  after  an 
effective  prophylactic  measure  had  been  described  and  advocated. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year,  and  my 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  department  including  the  clerical  staff 
who  have  always  shown  themselves  willing  in  the  care  of  Public  Health.

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REPORT  OP  PUBLIC  HE.UHH  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report,  in  respect 
of  the  year  1965,  during  which  2893  visits  were  made  for  all  purposes. 

For  nearly  ten  years  the  subject  of  meat  inspection 
has  dominated  the  introduction  to  my  report  and  last  year  I  was  obliged  to  state 
that  "despite  every  effort  by  the  Council  we  are  not  one  step  nearer  the  goal  of  100/O 
inspection. " 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that,  at  the  end  of 
1.965,  we  are  several  steps  nearer,  although  the  problem  of  covering  the  hours  of 
slaughter  at  one  e stab li slim ent  is  still  with  us.  Can  we  hope  that  in  1966  this,  the 
most  difficult  problem  of  all,  can  be  overcome  by  implement  at  ion  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Amendment  Regulations? 

As  in  previous  years  limitation  of  qualified  staff  has 
prevented  progress  in  vital  aspects  of  statutory  duties  such  as  slum  clearance,  offices 
and  shops  surveys,  routine  inspection  of  food  premies,  etc. 

Time  demand  in  connection  with  works  on  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  increased  steadily  and  was  still  growing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Maybe  much  satisfaction  can  be  derived  from  the  fact 
that  epidemics  have  been  unknown  while  great  advances  have  been  made  in  the  public 
heath  field  in  recent  years  despite  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  addition  to  the 
technical  staff  for  almost  twenty  years. 


The  following  itemised  report  deals  with  matters 

within  the  purview  of  the  Department : 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

An  outbreak  of  infective  hepatitis  which  started  in 
Januarv?  among  pupils  of  a  private  school,  was  not  cleared  up  until  September. 

Advice  was  given  concerning  measures  for  prevention 
of  spread  of  infection  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Easter  holiday  closure  be  brought 
forvjard  and  that  fumigation  of  the  premises  be  carried  out  during  the  recess. 

Further  measures  included  the  provision  of  additional 
v/ash-basins  in  W.C’ s  and  in  the  school  kitchen. 

A  few  cases  occurred  in  areas  adjacent  to  the  school  in 
persons  who  were  contacts  of  the  school. 

One  aispected  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  investigated,  ■ 

but  not  confirmed. 


Three  contacts  of  a  confirmed  case  of  typhoid 
(notified  from  another  area)  were  advised  as  to  precautionery  measures. 

Two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  investigated, 
in  the  parish  of  Old  Buckenham,  but  in  both  cases  findings  were  inconclusive,  although 
in  one  case  white-bait  was  thought  to  have  been  the  infected  food. 
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Results  were  also  inconclusive  in  connection  with 
i;.od  poisoning  in  a  family  at  Rocklands,  but  indications  were  that  contact  with 
cases  in  an  adjacent  area  was  responsible. 

In  October  an  outbreak  of  stomach  pains  and 
vomiting  affected  a  number  of  pupils  at  Hocicham  Primary  School.  Investigation 
revealed  that  this  was  the  third  outbreak  at  this  school  during  the  year  and  that 
similar  outbreaks  had  occurred  at  several  schools  in  the  county.  Investigations 
bid  not  establish  any  common  factor  to  which  the  outbreak  could  be  attributed. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  investigated  in 
the  parish  of  Rushford. 

On  two  occasions,  upon  notification  of  salmonellosis 
in  calves,  by  veterinary  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
farm  staffs  were  advised  as  to  precautions  for  prevention  of  spread  of  infection  to 

humans . 

In  one  case  the  practice  of  disposing  of  dead  calves 
co  local  people,  for  use  as  dog  meat,  was  stopped. 

MEA£  INSPECTION . 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  to  exercise  every 
effort  to  bring  about  100) o  inspection  throughout  the  District  where  throughput 
increased  by  over  12,500  animals,  but  alas,  as  in  former  years  succeeded  only  in 
achieving  a  full  service  at  four  of  the  five  slaughterhouses. 

At  the  remaining  establishment,  which  dealt  with 
121,440  of  the  151,819  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District,  extended  hours  of  slaughter 
and  an  increase  in  throughput  of  10,000  animals  over  that  of  1964,  meant  that  complete 
coverage  was  not  possible.

In  November,  installation  of  part  of  a  mechanical 
"ine -dressing  system  for  pigs  brought  about  an  improvement  in  operation  by  ensuring 
a  faster  and  more  even  flow  of  carcases,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  hours  worked. 

Work  on  completion  of  the  line-dressing  system  was 
proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  Council,  in  anticipation  of  increased 
throughput  and  increased  line- speed,  (up  to  over  120  pigs  per  hour)  appointed  an 
additional  Meat  Inspector  to  commence  duty  in  January,  1966,  thus  making  up  the 
inspection  toamtc  four,  the  number  known  to  be  required  to  cover  the  volume  of 
throughput . 

Detailed  records  having  established  the  fact  that  the 
volume  of  throughput  at  this  time  could  be  dealt  with,  without  difficulty,  by  the  new 
plant  in  less  than  a  4O  hour  week,  the  problem  still  outstanding  was  that  hours  of 
slaughtering  far  exceeded  the  hours  of  work  by  the  inspectors. 

It  was  anticipated  that  the  Minister  would,  in  the  light 
of  information  submitted  weekly  to  his  department  on  this  topic,  make  provision,  by 
rondment  of  the  Regulations,  to  remedy  this  situation. 

The  only  alternative,  should  the  Minister  fail  to  take  this 
step,  would  be  to  engage  additional  staff  to  cover  unnecessary  longer  hours  in  respect 
or  which  revenue,  by  way  of  charges  for  inspection,  would  bo  disastrously  low. 
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The  table  following  shows  inspection  achievement, 
with  corresponding  figures  for  previous  years  and  gives  details  of  incidence 
of  disease  and  condemnations  : -

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

In  connection  with  two  suspected,  unconfirmed  cases 
of  anthrax,  on  farms,  all  precautions  were  taken,  in  co-operation  with  Ministry 
and  Police  officers  for  the  protection  of  human  contacts. 

In  July  a  case  of  swine  fever,  suspected  by  a 
Meat  Inspector  at  a  slaughterhouse,  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry. 

In  September,  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  was  able  to  report  that  swine 
fever  had  virtually  been  eradicated  from  the  Eastern  Region  as  a  result  of  the  slaughter 
policy . 


FOOD  PREMISES. 

In  proceedings  against  a  baker  in  respect  of  (a)  a 
foreign  body  in  a  malt  loaf  and  (b)  the  insanitary  condition  of  his  bakery  premises, 
convictions  were  obtained  on  five  charges  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  I960,  and  one  charge  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
Fines  of  £5*  on  each  charge,  with  costs  of  £15 •  were  imposed. 

Remedial  works  were  duly  completed  by  the  owner, 
following  the  prosecution. 

In  two  instances  representations  have  been  made 
concerning  improvement  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  premises,  in  temporary  use  as 
packing  depots,  dealing  with  seasonal  crops  such  as  strawberries  and  beans. 

The  proprietors  of  two  cafe' s  were  warned  to 
improve  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  at  their  premises.  In  one  of  these  cases 
structural  improvements  were  undertaken. 

Advice  was  given  concerning  conversion  of  former 
dairy  premises  for  preparation  of  fish  and  chips  retailed  from  a  mobile  van. 

Handwashing  facilities  were  installed  in  a 
'pood  shop  upon  representation  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  LECTURES. 

Talks  on  Food  Hygiene  were  given  to  a  branch 
of  the  Women’ s  Institute  and  on  two  occasicns,  to  the  nursing  and  catering  staffs  of 
a  local  hospital. 


ICE-CREAM  -  REGISTRATION  OF  PREMISES. 


In  three  cases,  registration  of  village  stores 
was  granted  in  respect  of  storage  and  sale  of  pre-wrapped  ice-cream. 

Routine  sampling  of  ice-cream  was  not  possible 

again  this  year. 

MILK  DISTRIBUTION. 


Two  requests  for  registration  as  distributors 
of  milk  were  approved  in  co-operation  with  the  licensing  Authority,  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959* 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  eight  supplies  have  been  sampled  and 
for  this  purpose  twelve  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis.

Six  of  the  supplies  were  from  shallow  wells,  two  of  which 
gave  satisfactory  test  results.  Of  the  remaining  four,  one  was  to  be  re-sampled 
following  remedial  works  to  the  well  and  in  one  case  a  new  supply  was  provided  by 
connection  to  the  Council's  mains  supply.  In  two  further  cases  advice  was  given 
as  to  remedial  measures. 

One  deep  bore  produced  a  satisfactory  test  result 
after  pumping  to  waste  for  a  time. 

A  private  estate  supply  system  was  sampled  at 
different  points  prior  to  connection  to  the  Council's  mains  and  gave  satisfactory 
results  despite  the  fact  that  the  domestic  and  irrigation  systems  were  interconnected. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Work  in  this  sphere  continued  satisfactorily  despite 
the  absence  through  illness  of  one  of  the  two  operators  for  nearly  half  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years  systematic  inspection  of  the 
District  was  carried  out  interrupted  only  by  attention  to  urgent  requests  for 
treatment  outside  the  area  being  surveyed.

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SEWERAGE,  AND  LEA AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  great  progress  in  this  field. 

Work  on  the  new  Attleborough  scheme  was  started  as  also 
was  the  extension  and  modernisation  of  the  if  at  ton  scheme. 

At  Great  Ellingham  disposal  works  reconstruction 
and  modernisation  was  also  put  in  hand. 

Design  of  the  Harling  scheme  advanced  so  that 
commencement  of  work  was  anticipated  for  1966. 

Preliminary  field  work  was  completed  and  design 
work  commenced  in  connection  with  the  scheme  for  New  Buckenham. 

Sewers  to  serve  a  new  housing  estate  at  Norwich 
Road,  Vatton,  (R15  yards)  have  been  constructed  by  the  developer  in  accordance  with 
the  Council*  s  specification  relating  to  sewers  to  be  laken  over. 

Two  ditch  cleaning  contracts  were  completed, 
one  at  East  Harling  and  one  at  Attleborough.  In  each  case  cleaning  by  mechanical 
means  proved  more  efficient  and  less  expensive  than  it  would  have  been  by  manual  labour. 

An  interesting  item  under  this  heading  was  the 
installation  of  one  of  the  largest  "Oxigest"  plants  in  the  country  to  deal  with  the 
sewage  from  a  poultry  processing  establishment  handling  over  100,000  birds  per 
week.  Early  tests  on  the  effluent  from  the  plant  gave  very  satisfactory  results 
and  there  was  a  remarkable  absence  of  smell  at  the  plant.  The  final  effluent  is 
discharged  over  grass  plot  s-'- the  nee  to  an  open  ditch. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

In  last  year*  s  report  I  drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that  inadequacy  and  unreliability  of  vehicles,  difficulties  in  obtaining  spares, 
nature  of  refuse,  condition  of  dumps,  sickness  of  staff  and  not  least  the  high  level 
of  building  development  had  reduced  this  service  to  a  "shoe-string !*  existence. 

Tims  year  the  "shoe-string",  for  the  same  reasons, 
became  weaker  and  the  only  relief  came  in  December  when  one  39  cu .  yd.  continuous 
loading,  compression,  vehicle  came  into  service.  Meanwhile  breakdowns  became  more 
frequent  and  regularity  of  collection  schedules  was  maintained  by  the  staff  working 
double  shifts  with  one  vehicle. 

Contemplation  of  the  cost  of  expanding  and 
re-organising  the  service  to  meet  present  day  requirements  leads  to  anticipation 
of  the  advent  of  a  joint  scheme  with  neighbouring  authorities  for  the  provision  of 
a  central  pulverisation  plant  at  a  much  earlier  date  than  was  envisaged  hitherto. 

COLLECTION  iND  DISPOSAL  OF  NIGHT-SOIL. 

This  service,  which  covers  the  District,  except  for  ten 
parishes  which  are  of  a  scattered  nature,  having  no  real  centre  of  population,  was 
maintained  in  a  veiy  satisfactory  manner. 

Whilst  several  small  areas  not  previously  served  have 
been  added  to  collection  areas  during  the  year  requests  for  major  extensions  have  been 
rejected. 

It  is  anticipated  that  provision  of  sewera ge  schemes 
at  Attleborough  (already  commenced)  East  Harling  and  New  Buckenham,  followed  by  village 
schemes  incorporated  in  the  two  latter  will  give  opportunity  for  substantial  overall 
reduction  of  this  service  even  allowing  for  its  extension  to  some  of  the  parishes  not 
served  at  present. 


The  problem  of  satisfactory  disposal  of  night-soil  will 
be  greatly  eased  by  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the  Great  Ellingham  disposal 
works,  which  have  been  adapted  for  this  purpose  since  acquisition  from  the  air  Ministry 
after  the  war. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 


Heavy  demands  continued  to  be  made  on  this  service 

throughout  the  year. 


Work  commenced  on  the  enlargement  and  reconstruction 
of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Great  El ling ham,  where  contents  of  cesspools  and 
night-soil  are  dealt  with. 


Facilities  for  de-sludging  of  tanks  and  drainage 
of  sludge  beds  are  to  be  -improved,  additional  digestion  tanks  and  means  of  recirculation 
of  effluent  will  be  provided.

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  this  service, 
in  the  face  of  greatly  increased  running  costs,  has  become  even  more  uneconomical  than 
hitherto,-  a  situation  which,  under  the  present  scheme  (whereby  initial  emptyings  of  a 
private  cesspool  is  charged  and  thereafter  one  free  emptying  per  year  is  given)  is  likely 
to  deteriorate  further  as  numerous  new  properties  are  currently  under  construction  and 
many  more  are  planned. 


DRAINAGE  OF  PREMIES. 


Drainage  work  dealt  with  has  included  supervision 
of  eleven  connections  of  properties  to  the  sewer  at  Watton  (including  one  housing 
estate  sewer)  and  five  to  the  sewer  at  Attleborough. 

Seven  new  drainage  systems  to  existing  properties 
have  been  supervised  and  approved. 

In  addition,  advice  was  given  in  eighteen  instances 
concerning  installation  of  new  or  improvement  of  defective  drainage  to  existing  properties. 

PUBLI C  CONVENISNC ES . 

Continued  acts  of  vandalism,  including  obscene  defacing 
of  doors  and  walls,  rendered  the  tisk  of  maintaining  the  conveniences  at  Attleborough 
and  Watt  on  in  a  satisfactory  state,  almost  impossible. 

Windows  were  broken,  a  flushing  cistern  and  pipework 
were  broken  up  and  7/ . C .  seats  were  removed,  but  efforts  by  the  Police  to  trace  persons 
concerned  were  unsuccessful. 

The  decision  to  close  the  Y/atton  conveniences  at  night  has 
reduced  the  amount  of  damage  but  general  mis-use  of  the  premises  is  still  evident.

Acknowledging  receipt  of  the  report  the  Minister 
commented  on  the  lack  of  progress  and  in  a  report  to  the  Council  in  June  I  drev  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  was  little  prospect  of  progress  at  present  staffing  levels. 

Efforts  were  made  to  complete  registration  of  premises 
and  one  formal  inspection  was  made. 

One  accident  report  was  received  and  investigated 

luring  the  year. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Complaints  dealt  with  concerned  a  wide  variety  of 
subjects,  including  emission  of  sawdust  from  a  sawmill,  defective  sanitary  accommodation 
at  a  public  house,  flies  from  refuse  dumps  and  broiler  houses,  disrepair  of  dwellings, 
mould  on  orange  drinks  from  a  vending  machine,  number  of  cats  in  a  dwelling,  a  match- 
stick  in  a  loaf,  foul  and  obstructed  ditches,  pigs  kept  near  a  dwelling,  overflowing
